They are to cover two or three or even 
more years. The method of instruction 
is to write the lesson-text on tho black- 
board, and question the class ou its 
meaning after it has been spelt, ana- 
lyzed, etc.

THE three-card nionte issue with the 


railroad people, is raised again.

will doubtless suppress the nuisance as 
soon ns possible, as it cannot but injure 
the business and reputation of the roftd. 
Attention enough was uot paid to the, 
matter in its incipieucy. Nevada is the 
gambler's paradise, and the innocents 
abroad there are easily caught on the 
wing. 


.Our. pedagogues and text-book specu- 


lators may be more or less interested in 
an article about political economy, on 
the first page of this paper. One-horse 
statesmen .who feel able to solve the 
transportation problem, may ask them- 
selves whether they know the first rudi- 
ments of the study of political economy. 
As a question for the common schools, 
it might be as important to tlie rising 
generation as a smattering of German 
or French, at least. 


THE result of the elections in Ohio 


and Indiana is the legitimate outgrowth 
of the crusaders' howl of last winter, /u 
the case of Ohio, the first rebuff that 
the Republicans met with was the de- 
feat of the new constitution two or three 
months ago. It was not a Republican 
measure necessarily, but it was an open- 
ing wedge to the present Democratic 
success.

It is a 
cheaply acquired lesson, this reverse of 
yesterday.

top-heavy, aad get npset on every just 
occasion. 
That there was need of this 


Democratic success, every true Republi- 
can will see to-day if he did not yester- 
day. 
Will the Republicans of Califor- 


nia profit by the example?

the champion Innntic of the age. Last 
evening's edition of that highly instruc- 
tive sheet contained ft leader entitled 
"The Black Sphinx." Such a riddle of 
absurdities is enough to give a healthy 
person the black vomit.

ABOUT BUILDING AGAIN. 


1?he TiaiirxK has from time to lime 


spoken pretty emphatically regarding 
the necessity of additional business 
fronts of a superior style on Broadway. 
The evidences of such a want are most 
conclusive. The best criterion to judge 
from-is the healthy rate of interest in 
the way of rents thnt some of the Oak- 
land landlords are realizing on their in- 
vestments. 


an illustration of what wo mean, 


take the cheap wooden block between 
Tenth and Eleventh streets, containing 
ten narrow storerooms, the rout of the 
most undesirable one being sufficient to 
pay at least one per cent, on the cost of 
the eutiro building. This is a specimen 
structure on this important thoroughfare, 
which has on the whole about as rickety 
old front on either side of the street as any 
village in the State can boast. The most 
veritable old mining town shells as ever 
fed the rlam.es of n one-horse conflagra- 
tion. The block in question is one of 
the cheapest things that could possibly 
be constructed and stand up without 
guy-ropes, yet it serves as a splendid 
trap to catch tenants at .so much per 
month. Yet it is only of a kind that the 
average landlord persists in entailing 
upon this rapidly and ever-growing town. 


When wo advocated the extension of 


the lire limits to include the entire blocks 
bordering on Broadway, it was with a 
view to forcing the erection of a, better 
class of buildings in this business por- 
tion of the city, but on second thought 
we doubt the propriety of tho measure. 
It is altogether out of place to take 
advantage of the affections IUH! house- 
hold goods of a community at l>est, 
hence we think the proper thing to do is 
to lot every landlord go on ill his own 
way and build according to his disposi- 
tion to get the most out of his tenants. 
Besides, there are so few brick blocks on 
the line worthy of mention, and none of 
them fire-proof by any means—iron win- 
dow-shutters being a striking scarcity— 
that justice to the vast majority of laud- 
lords interested suggests that all tire lim- 
its be abolished. In view of our paid 
fire department, too. to say nothing of 
earthquakes and the abundance of tin* 
ber still prevailing, let us cling to the 
old one-story wooden shanties, and let 
the world wag. 


However, there are two sidr-s to the 


question. We have already alluded to 
the case of Benitz Block, a handsome 
and substantial exception to the later 
additions to the Broadway landscape. 
This building is considered ns being on 
the "wrong side" of the street, and yet 
its more elegant fronts, airy rooms and 
general finish, has enabled the landlord 
to advance the reuts and retain the reg- 
ular tenants. 
They have uo other place 


to go. and owing to superior looks of 
the place, perhaps do not desire to go 
elsewhere. 


The fact is, there are no men of en- 


terprise aud means together in Oakland 
at present. They have all settled down 
into a sort of peanut stand way of mak- 
ing the most of the situation, while pop- 
ulation rapidly increases throughout the 
city—except on the line of Broadway, 
where not a single business front has 
been erected within two years past.

While being shown through the 
mill we took notes of the different pro- 
cesses of manufacture, but on oxir at- 
tempting to reduce our observations to 
writing, onr non-mechanical mind be- 
came so puzzled over the complicated 
machinery that we gave it up as a bad 
job. 
Suffice to say that over 83,000 have 


been spent by Messrs. Western <fe Welch 
during the present year for improve- 
ments iu their mill, and the latest and 
most perfect machinery for the manufac- 
ture of nil grades of flour, cracked wheat, 
grits, oatuie.il, cracked corn, corn meal, 
and all kinds of grain feed, were busily 
at work. 


\\'e were shown some samples of flour 


and we must confess that a finer or 
whiter specimen than the superfine grade 
we have never seen anywhere. 
The 


success of the mill is largely duo to 
the thorough superintendence of the 
business by Mr. Welch himself, -xho 
supervises the entire concern from the 
selecting of the wheat to the shipping of 
the flour.
